TOT. UPS BUDGET $56,000 
Pay Raises

All Bristol Township employes will receive pay 
raises this year, but the IMS tax rate will remain the 
same despite an increase of approximately $56,000 in 
the budget. 
This was the word today from 
the budget committee which has 
prepared a proposed budget of 
$1,473,047 to -be presented to the 
board of commissioners tomorrow 
night. 
Commissioner Charles L. Worth­ 
ington, chairman of the budget 
committee, pointed out that a cash 
surplus of $99,099 from 1962 is 
the contributing factor in the 
township's maintaining its present 
15-mill real estate tax rate. 
The cash balance, Worthington 
explained, was achieved through 
several means, including approxi­ 
mately $28,000 in unspent police 
salaries due to the resignation of 
six officers last year; savings of 
$13,000 in maintenance and re­ 
pairs on the township municipal

Police Department 
Chief among pay increases for 
township employes, Worthington 
noted, will be $25,072 in the police 
department. Police officers, who 
received no raises in 1962, will 
get two increments par man in 
1963, Worthington stated. 
The $1,473,047 budget, to be 
given to the commissioners to­ 
morrow night for their approval, 
includes $400,000 in temporary 
loans which the township will 
need to operate on until lax bills 
are p^id by residents. Last year 
the commissioners allowed for 
$500,000 in loans in the 1962 budg­ 
et Of $1,516,456.68. 
Borrow Less 
Worthington pointed out that 
due to the opening cash balance 
of $89,099, the township will be 
able to borrow $100,000 less this 
yeir. 
Taking away the money ap­ 
propriated for temporary loans, 
the actual proposed budget figure 
of *$1,073,047 represents an in­ 
crease of $56,591 over th 1962 fig­ 
ure of $1,016,456. The $56,561 rep­ 
resents more than one mill in 
real estate taxes. 
However, the budget committee 
reported, the cash surplus from 
1962 will enable the township to 
keep its 15 mill tax rate which 
mean approximately $45 on an 
(CooUaued en Page 2, Cd.

PTC Strike 


At Standstill 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Ne­ 
gotiators held little hope today for 
any progress in efforts to md a 
15-day transit strike until the 
state Supreme Court rules on an 
appeal to oust a court-appointed 
receiver 
for 
the 
Philadelphia 
Transportation Co. (PTC). 
Chief Justice John C. Bell of 
the state Supreme Court yesterday 
said the strike by the Transport 
Workers Union has created "ab­ 
solutely intolerable" conditions for 
one-million daily riders. 
Bell took under advisement a 
petition by the PTC to oust for­ 
mer Chief Justice Horace Stern 
from his appointment by a lower 
court as receiver of the firm. Bell 
indicated he might summon the 
entire court to a special session 
Wednesday to settle the issue. 
Session Called 
Federal Mediator William Rose 
called a negotiation session for 
early Monday evening after legal 
arguments before Bell but the 
meeting broke up later with no 
progress reported and no new 
talks scheduled. 
Stern attended the negotiation 
session at the invitation of Rose 
but his role in the talks as a re­ 
ceiver hinged oo the ruling by 
the state Supreme Court. 
During arguments by the PTC 
and the city, which hid request 
ed the receivership, Bell question­ 
ed the legality of the appointment 
of Stern as a receiver. 
He added "the duty of the 
court is not that of the NLRB 
<National Labor Relations Board) 
It is not to compel a company or 
union to bargain, only to inter­ 
pret the laws."

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Kennedy today 
offered Congress an education package that woald 
double present federal school aid spending. He said it 
would give every American a chance to learn more, 
earn more and live better. 
The President asked for a 
catchall school aid bill that would 
provide new 
assistance about 
equal to the $1.5 billion already 
being spent on education each 
year by the federal government. 
The bill carried—with some no­ 
table concessions—nearly every 
e d u c a t i o n request Kennedy 
has made since taking office two 
years ago. It also carried most 
of i the controversy, including the 
bitter public-parochial school dis­ 
pute, that killed off the entire 
Kennedy education program in the 
last Congress. 
The legislation outlined in Ken­ 
nedy's education message would 
help pay for new classrooms, 
laboratories, libraries and shops; 
provide higher pay and better 
training for teachers; and open 
new sources of funds for college 
students. 
Unofficially, its total cost over 
three to four years would be 
about $5 billion. 
About $1.2 billion of the first 
year costs would be spent by the 
U.S. Office of Education. The 
remainder would be spent by the 
National Science Foundation and 
other federal agencies included in 
the comprehensive program sub­ 
mitted by the President. 
Federal school officials refused 
to give more than first year costs, 
although Congress will insist that 
an overall price tag be placed on 
the; program. 
It was learned that portions of 
the school plan originally would 
have run up to five years, carry­ 
ing a cost figure of more than 
$6 billion. But the proposal was 
scaled • down late last week to 
three and four years costing 
about $5 billion. Presumably this 
was done to dampen critical com­ 
ment from Congress.

Prior to her indictment last No­ 
vember. Mrs. Humphrey had been 
in Norristown State Hospital. Mrs. 
Humphrey is pleading not guilty 
on murder on the grounds that 
she was insane at the time of the 
incident. Her lawyer is former 
District! Attorney Donald W. Van- 
Artsdalen. District Attorney Paul 
R. Beckett is the prosecutor. 
Mrs. Humphrey allegedly shot 
her husband in the left temple 
during an argument at their borne. 
In November, of last year, she 
was judged to be able to stand 
trial by hospital authorities, Beck­ 
ett said.

Senate Education Committee to­ 
day cleared for floor action a 
lightly - amended version of the 
bill postponing the school district 
reorganisation timetable by one 
year. 
The major amendment insures 
that the first deadline to be met 
under the reorganization schedule 
...which fell last Jan. I under the 
1961 law—will be suspended until 
Jan. I. 1964. 
That deadline is the one for 
county school boards to submit 
redis'dcting plans to the state 
Council of Education. Under the 
proposed legislation, the final date 
of the timetable would be pushed 
back from July, 1965 to July, 1966 
when all redistricting plans would 
have to be in operation. 


Later today, the Senate will 
complete its job of confirming 
Gov. William W. Scranton’s cabi­ 
net by approving E. Wilson Pur­ 
dy for state police commissioner 
and Dr. H. Beecher Charmbury 
for mines secretary. 
Minority Democrats, who have 
blocked both appointments for the 
last two weeks, cleared the way 
for their confirmation Monday by 
agreeing to supply the necessary 
vctes 
While proclaiming himself in 
firm support of the one-year mo­ 
ratorium, Sen. Paul L. Wagner, 
R-Schuylkill, education committee 
head, said he will fight any at­ 
tempt to repeal the 1961 law man­ 
dating 
reorganization. 
Wagner 
sa'.i th - delay would provide time 
for a “breathing spell” to study 


clarifications and improvements 
of th* act. 
One deadline fell last Jan. I— 
the final day for county school 
boards to present the state Public 
Instruction Department with re­ 
caning plans. Jan. I, 1964 — the 
last day any needed revisions in 
the rlans must be made — is the 
next deadline. 
The controversial two-year old 
act would slash 2,100 districts to 
300 b g units by requiring each 
district to have at least 4,000 stu­ 
dents. However, the state Council 
of Education, which is supervis­ 
ing the program, may allow as 
few as 2,500 pupils in special 
cases. 
Libe ’adiation of state standards 
gover.ing Pennsylvania’s part of 
the Kerr-Mills program, is, like

The three proposals introduced 
last week would permit the aged 
to register with the state before 
an actual need for help arises;

Reduced

The saving for the average 
house - heating customer will be 
slightly over $2 a year. The non 
heating customer will save 50 
cents a year. 
The electric company said the 
savings will be reflected in fu­ 
ture billings, not in actual re­ 
funds.

A similar reduction to gas users

Bell Telephone Companies have 
proposed new interstate telephone 
rates that would permit long dis­ 
tance calls anywhere in the con­ 
tinental United States for $1 or 
less between the hours of 9 p.m.

Commission, which announced the 
proposal, said the “after nine” 
reductions would be accompanied, 
however, by increases of 5 or IO 
cents on person-to-person calls up 
to 800 miles.

Hundreds of bridge workers are 
preparing to start the greatest 
high wire act ever to hit New 
York. The giant suspension bridge 
now under construction over the 
Narrows at the citys* harbor en­ 
trance will be the location for the 
men of the American Bridge Di­ 
vision of U.S. Steel as they per­ 
form their aerial artistry with 
eel wire. 
Over 142.500 miles of bridge 
wire (enough for six orbits around 
the globe) wiU be “spun” by the 
bridgemen across the mile of 
open water at heights of up to 
675 feet to form the main cables 
of the span which wiU eventually 
link Staten Island and Brooklyn. 
Completion of the bridge, being 
built for the Triborough Bridge 
and Tunnel Authority, is slated 
for early 1965. 
Another U.S. Steel unit, the 
American Steel it Wire Division 
in Trenton, has been working for 
nearly three years making the 
wire needed for the four 7,205- 
foot long main cables which wiU 
support the tremendous weight 
and stresses of the world's long­ 
est suspended span.
